BANKRUPTCY LAWS NEED CHANGES 
INDIVIDUALLY. 
Sweeping changes in the National Bankruptcy act 
which was passed by Congress on May 
19 
and 
signed by President Coolidge on May 27, becomes 
effective on August 27, according to the Sylatauga 
fJewB, which goes on to explain the sweeping alter­ 
ation with regard to business principle. 
Need for the law is explained in a letter from the 
American Institute of Accounts which says: "Need 
of a bankruptcy law is universally recognized 
in 
view of the large percentage of undertakings that 
fail because of the unavoidable hazards of business. 
Business men however, rebelled against the misuse 
of the law bjTbusiñess crooks, who under the pro­ 
tection of a statute intended to protect the unfor­ 
tunate, have succeeded in stealing large sums by 
' carefully planned fraudulent bankruptcies and 
by 
concealment 
of assets. 
These criminals 
have 
brought even the law itself into disrepute.” That 
has to do with the bankrupting in 
the 
business 
world, but lays a foundation for the discussion of 
inadequate facilities of the law in handling the in­ 
dividual who bankrupts at slight opportunity. 
Albany-Decatur suffered substantially 
at 
the 
hands of such practice for a good many 
months 
after an industrial situation knocked the bottom out 
of business, lately the practice has been less pre­ 
valent, but it has served to bring the law entirely 
into disrepute with the business men of these cities. 
There are a few ways in which the law can be 
Avoided, but most business men, dealing upon the 
Assumption that people are honest, do not take the 
necessary precaution and sooner or later, at 
the 
discretion of the debtor, the creditor gets "stuck.” 
Some merchants in these cities have been careful 
to follow the case of the individual to who credit has 
been extended and they have found that the mer­ 
chandise on other articles of marketing value has 
bought with the intention of gaining credit 
and never paying for the article. 
Of course the 
business man is to blame to some extent for allow- 
inf credit in cases where absolute knowledge of fi­ 
nancial standing was not easily ascertained, but 
he is not to blame for the dishonesty of man. The 
recourse of the business man is found in the prac- 
~ 
•* garnishment, another nuisance to the man 
wbo employs labor, bringing about an 
unhealthy 
situation between employer and employe. A sweep­ 
ing change in the bankruptcy law as it applies to 
the individual undoubtedly would likewise be found 
««•ued. So far as it has progressed there seems to 
. very little good to have eminatod from its 
tiflfeptt

pro- 


behitlf of the public interest as president ioi the 
Publi: Service Commission. 
Patterson was a new 
* •# in politics and had been practically 
drafted 
from his business in North Alabama to defeat the 
old reactionary administration of the Public Service 
Commission headed by Sam P. Kennedy, and bring 
about a reorganization of that body in the interest 
of all the people. When A. H. Carmichael entered 
there was brought another progressive into the race, 
and quickly it was evidenced that the Carmichael 
and Patterson forces were dividing the progressive

stature of governor, or had not the background of 
long legislative experience, possessed by Mr. Car­ 
michael. 
With all of the building up of the Car­ 
michael myth of strength there was a constant as­ 
sertion by its exponents that Mr. Patterson had no 
strength and that the people were not impressed 
with his campaign sufficiently to justify a concert­ 
ed support of him.” 
Mr. Stanley continues 
to 
show 
the 
relative 
strength of Mr. Patterson and Mr. Carmichael and 
reaches the conclusion, based upon the actual count­ 
ing of votes that Carmichael, with an ample cam­ 
paign fund, the organized educational body, and a 
systematic campaign gained but three per cent more 
of the total vote than did Mr. Patterson whose can­ 
didacy was only a popular movement with campaign 
organizations functioning but in a few counties and 
with comparatively small expenditures in money. 
The Age-Herald writer reaches

“The result showed that Patterson had the popular 
strength and would have been an easy victor, but 
for the complication injected by Carmichael's en­ 
try into the contest only 36 days before the closing 
of the primary entries and six months after Patter­ 
son's announcement.”

N a statement made by the Milbank Memorial 
Fund, New York, publicity was given to the 
remarks made by Sir Arthur Newsholme of 
London.
